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Respecting newly added claim 20, The Applicant argues that cited art does not discloses the length of radiating wires and 
parasitic wires substantially different from a multiple of a wavelength divided by 4. The argument is found unpersuasive. As stated in col. 2 
lines 15-20 of Fillipovit' 847 , "The length of the segments in the set is chosen such that the set (i.e., the 

radiator) resonates at a particular frequency. Because the segments in a set are physically separate but electromagnetically coupled to 
one another, the length at which the radiator resonates for a given frequency can be made shorter than that of a conventional helical 
antenna radiator". Further, "the conventional radiator length are an integer multiple of one quarter wavelength" had been quoted in col. 2 
lines 1-4. Thus, the length of radiating elements in Fillipovit'847 is substantially different from a multiple of wavelength divided by 4 as 
claimed. 

Respecting neewly added claim 21, the limitation "wherein respective ends of said radiating wires and parasitic wires are situated 
in two parallel planes, which are separated by a distance equal to an axial length of the antenna," in newly added claim 21 raise new issues 
which require futher consideration.
